About Oil. 


In the minds of many there appears 


to be a lingering doubt, 
even ot the 


existence of petroleum 
in the 
San 


Fernando 
District, and when this has 


been dispelled 
by a personal 
inspec- 


tion they are still sceptical 
ofthe 
ex- 


istence of the article in paying 
quan- 


tities. 
The 
theories 
concerning 
the 


origin of this oil are as various as they 
are unsatisfactory, 
while the geology 


of the regions where it is produced 
is 


tolerably well known. 
The first fala- 


cy we willnotice, 
is that there ia a 


distinctive oil-bearing 
rock. 
Second, 


that unless the same 
stratification 
oc- 


curs as in Pennsylvania,it 
is useless 
to 


bore for oil here. 
We will examine 


them together. 
Iv Canada 
the 
ma- 


jorityofthe wells are sunk to what is 
there 
known 
as 
the 
Hamiltonian 


Shales, overlying the Devonian lime- 
stone, 
fcorniferous) 
many of 
these 


shales 
are bitumous, 
and have led to 


expensive 
searches 
for coal, though 


lying far below the 
coal 
measures. 


Tlie limestone 
in this and the upper 


oil region of Pennsylvania, 
are 
also 


impregnated with oilor bitumen sup- 
posed 
to 
be 
derived 
from 
marine 


plants. 
From these shales 
and lime- 


stones the oil exudes 
and reservoirs 


are formed in the strata below, which 
may be of any kind of rock. 
In Can- 


ada in the 
shales, 
in 
Pennsylvania 


generally in sandstone, 
which is not 


an oil producing 
rock, while 
at Kis 


Keminetas, 
twenty-eight miles above 


Pittsburgh 
on the 
Alleghany river, 


and 
on the upper 
Monongahela, itis 


foirtW iv the lower coal measures. 
The 


wells of Pennsylvania 
are sunk to the 


top of the 
Devonian 
series, 
while 


those of Ohio and West Virginia run 
through 
tiie coal 
measures 
which 


overlie the Devonian. 
In the United 


States 
these 
oil 
bearing 
strata? 


range 
from 
nine 
to twelve or 
fif- 


teen 
hundred 
feet 
iv 
thickness. 


The oilof these difl'eren t regions differ 
considerable 
in color, smell, properties 


and specific gravity; so, also, do wells 
in the 
same 
district 
within a few 


miles of each other, 
and 
at different 


depths 
in the same 
well. 
That of 


Canada 
is dark, almost 
black 
some- 


times, and has 
a strong 
disagreeable 


odor, which 
is difficult to get rid of. 


That of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Vir- 


ginia varies from a dark green to am- 
ber color. 
With all these 
differences 


there is a general resemblance, 
all be- 


ing refined 
into 
illuminating 
oils, 


naptha, benzine, 
parafllne and other 


resulting products. 
Now, the indica- 


tions of these Reservoirs 
in every in- 


stance have been oil, naptha, asphal- 
tum or bitumen 
springs, 
either 
alone 


or in connection 
with water. 
In the 


first case where the rocks crop out and 
are exposed to the atmosphere 
or are 


near the surface; in the latter, where 
they are at greater depths. 
When ex- 


posed it becomes oxygenated and vola- 
tized, forming asphalt, which finally 
hardens into the commercial article, 
the substance 
called 
Barbadoes 
tar is 


simply petroleum 
from 
which 
the 


more volatile portions 
have 
escaped. 


So that the presence 
of any of these 


substances 
is conclusive as to the exist- 


ence of oil. 
Even 
in the oldest por- 


tion of the producing oil regions it is 
impossible to tell what quantity will 
be procured 
in any 
given place; and 


where there are no surface indications 
the territory must 
be tested by drill- 


ing one or more wells. 
These springs 


are formed 
generally by the 
pres- 


sure 
of 
gas 
forcing 
the 
oil 
up 


through 
the 
crevices, 
and 
where 


the stratas are 
much 
broken, 
we are 


naturally led to expect a greater num- 
ber than elsewhere. 
Such is the case 


in thf 
San 
Fernando 
mountains, 


which have 
been 
thrown up, leaving 


the strata 
at every angle of Inclina-

New York, October 3d.?Tlie great 
Brooklyn Church 
scandal 
has at last 


culminated 
in theKings County Court 


by the indictment of Tiiton and Moul- 
ton for malicious libel. 
There was in- 


tense 
excitement 
in Brooklyn 
this 


morning over the rumored 
intended 
action of the Grand 
Jury, and all was 


speculation 
when Beecher 
appeared, 


accompanied 
by his son, Henry, and 


three others. 
He was in the Grand 
Jury room half an hour, during which 
time the indictments 
against 
Tiiton 


and Moulton were read to and approved 
by him. 
A great crowd was present 


when the Grand 
Jury appeared, 
and 
lawyers and reporters were on the tip- 
toe of expectation, 
and after Beecher's 
departure the reporters 
swarmed into 


the District Attorney's 
office, where 


an announcement 
of the indictment 


was made. 


The indictment 
against Tiiton con- 


sists of two counts: 
The first specifies 
that Tiiton composed, 
wrote and pub- 


lished a false statement 
to the effect 
that Beecher 
on October 18, 1868, had 


been guiltyof adultery with Mrs. Til- 
ton, and caused it to be believed that 
Beecher admitted the alleged adultery 
to him. 
It also contains that portion 


of Tilton's statement 
wherein he avers 
that Beecher, 
Mrs. Tiiton and himself 


held an interview regarding the dates 
ofthe alleged 
adulteries, in order to 


settle 
the 
doubtful 
paternity 
of a 


child. 
The second count refers to Beecher's 


sworn answer to Tilton's complaint in 
the trim, eon. suit, and to Tilton's 
statement 
that his sworn denial was 


known to be an act of perjury. 
For 


this assertion 
Tiiton is charged with 


maliciously scandalizing 
Beecher, and 
causing 
Beecher's 
friends 
to believe 


that he had committed 
perjury. 


An indictment 
against 
Moulton is 


also found in two counts. 
The first is 


based on the paragraph 
in Moulton's 


final statement alleging that Beecher 
confessed 
his guiltto him, and the sec- 


ond is founded 
on the paragraph 
con- 
cerning Miss Proctor. 


After presenting 
these indictments, 


the Grand Jury were discharged. 


Neither Moulton nor Tiiton will be 


arrested, 
but will appear 
on Monday 


and furnish bonds pending their trial, 
which will take place at an early day. 


On Monday the summons 
and com- 
plaint in the 
libel suit against the 


World, Tribune 
and 
Eagle, preferred 


by Tiiton, willbe served. 


No less 
than eleven 
lawsuits have 


resulted from the Beecherscandal, 
and 


preparations 
for the trial of these have 
already begun. 


The first was a suit by Tiiton against 


Beecher for $100,000 damages; 
follow- 
ing this came the announcement 
that 
suits for libel would be brought by Mr. 
Tiiton against 
the Brooklyn Eagle, 


New York World and 
Tribune. 
He 
willsue these papers for $100,000 each. 
Next came 
Henry C. Browen's three 


suits 
against 
the 
Eagle, 
and 
one 


against a reporter 
of that paper, and 


the sum involved in these four suits is 
$350,000. 
Finally comes Miss Proctor's 
suits, 
one 
against Moulton 
and an- 
other against 
the Daily Graphic. 
In 


each case the damages 
sought amount 


to SIOO,OOO. 
Subsequently 
a second 


suit 
for libeling Miss 
Proctor 
was 


brought 
against 
Moulton, 
under an 


indictment by the Grand Jury, and to-

a round million, and there is nothing 
to warrant belief that the list oflitiga- 
tion is yet complete.
